Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Slaney contends that the limitation "generating a string for use 
as a certificate locator from information contained in said certificate request" is not taught/suggested by either of the 
prior arts of record. The Examiner's interpretation as supported by the Linden reference is that a token is generated 
based on user identifiable information and a timestamp when an account is being created for the particular user. This 
token is a string which may be sent separately from the fixed URL portion where the address as a whole allows the 
user to access his/her private account (col. 3, lines 56-65 and col. 4, lines 35-45). Furthermore, the Examiner 
suggested that since the string, as claimed, may be generated from any information contained within the certificate 
request (where Yamagishi teaches the attributes necessary for certificate creation in par. 17) the claimed invention 
reads on the combination of the prior arts of record. Examiner also stated that the claims/remarks will be considered 
based on any amendments/arguments filed, however may possibly be subjected to a further search.. 
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
